If the small town really were doomed, it would be a most 
deplorable fact. 
Despite some talk to th a t effect, the small town is not doomed. 
Pessimists may have inferred as much from early census reports, 
but Texas 
editors see quite a different picture in the figures. 
Some Texas towns show a slight decrease in population, 
but 
others have shown increases which vary from slight to surprising 
percentages. The decreases reflected in census reports, in most cases 
were the result of a process of adjustm ent betw een the industrial 
and agricultural fields. The encouraging aspect of the picture, on 
the 
other hand, is that the same economic a d ju m e n t which sub­ 
tracted a little from small town populations in the past ten years, 
in the next will reverse its process. 
In other words, the industrial trend is to smaller communities. 
High te nsion transmission lines have brought to the same cheap 
electrical power which form erly constituted a decisive fa c to r in 
favor of big-city industrial locations. Proximity to raw m aterial 
sources, again, is an advantage peculiar to the small town W’hich the 
great city can never possess. Cheaper industrial sites, and b etter liv­ 
ing conditions for employees, constitutes a final, and often d e te r­ 
mining, factor in favor of the small town factory. 
Texas produces such an enormous quantity of agricultural raw 
materials, that industries depending upon them , in these days of 
strenuous competition, can no longer evade placing factories within 
the state. When this movement, which has already begun, attain s its 
full momentum, the small towns of Texas will register gains in 
population most surprising to those who have not read the hand w rit­ 
ing on the wall. 
Only one unfavorable factor, in the opinion of many editors, 
Clouds the *-kies, and that is a threatened disposition to levy dis­ 
criminatory taxes against 
prosperous industries. 
With that one problem yet to be solved, the outlook in Texas 
for small town development appear" most favorable. The day of 
the small town has dawned, and the next census will reveal a much 
different situation with respect to small town populations—-From 
Editorials of the Month.

Not one Texas editor lifted his pen 
I in defense of the Sherman mob, and 
practically every editor in the state 
urges that leaders and members of 
the mob be convicted and punished. 
One editor calls attention to the fact 
that Georgia, since it convicted a 
mob-leader to life imprisonment some 
three years ago, has not experienced 
a single lynching to blacken its rec­ 
ord.
